It appears alfo to have 
been executed in a hurry... Miftakes and inaccuracies are to be feen in 
every page; and. the errors of the prefs are very numerous. 

Notwithftanding all thefe difadvantages, the book met with a moft 
favourable reception from the public. ~’T'te impreflion was immediate- 
ly fold off. In confequence of which, two new editions were 'underta- 
ken the fame year; the one at London, the other at Edinburgh. The 
latter isVfaid, in the title-page, to. be with great correftions and improves 
ments. It was, no doubt,.an improvement of the former. Many 
things were altered for the better, and a few paflages fupplied. But 
the book {till remained very imperfect and inaccurate. Almott in eve- 
ry- page omiffions may be found. Sometimes two or three words, 
fometimes as many fentences, and even whole pages are left out in dif- 
ferent places.

Though no agreement had bden made with to any 
interchange of prifoners on that account, yet a noble Earl, then 
a prifoner in America, was in confequence of the dif- 
charge of Mr Laurens.
